The numismatic collection at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, though little known outside of scholarly 
circles, is one of the country’s greatest, and forms 
the largest and most valuable division of Johns 
Hopkins fine arts collection which also include rare 
books, modern paintings, drawings and sculpture. 

Numbering about 40,000 coins, tokens and medals, 
only a few of which are current, the collection is 
held at Evergreen House, willed with its famous 
coin collection, library and surrounding grounds by 
the late John Work Garrett, heir to the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad fortune. 

The multi-million dollar coin collection is com- 
posed of at least a third of “Ancients”, chiefly Greek 


and Roman. Most of the other pieces are typical 
and choice issues representing every known country, 
sovereign or other issuing authority from the fall of 
the Roman Empire to the earty nineteenth century. 

Curator of the collection, Sarah E. Freeman, de- 
scribes the U.S. Mint issues as “fabulous in quality, 
though not anywhere near a complete series of all 
mints”, and adds, “I suspect . . . the best collection 
of Colonial and pre-mint issues, since we have many 
unique pieces... (and) a superb collection of pattern 
pieces, including most of the 1792s, which are seldom 
seen.” 

An exhibition of coins is displayed for public view- 
ing from 2 to 5 p.m. daily, although scholars may 
request appointments for viewing of material held 
in vaults during weekday morning hours.
